The m easure stipulates th a t a 
district press court function at 
the seat of every state press as­ 
sociation w ith a court of appeals 
in Berlin. The courts will consisV

judges will be appointed. 
Penalties the courts m ay de­ 
cree range from m onetary fines 
to the

IS DEMOCRACY A FAILURE? 
Gordon Selfridge, American-born owner of a 
London dep artm ent store, told a British audi­ 
ence the other day that democracy in America 
has failed. Declaring that his recent v isit to Hic 
United States had conv inced him that “democ­ 
racy as a sy stem of gov ernment is an absolute 
failure,” he added: 
‘‘In my judgment, control of a country by an 
insp iring sp irit, without selfishness, managing 
the country as a great business is managed, with 
intelligence and care, is what must come ev en­ 
tually . I believe that in a hundred or two hun­ 
dred y ears there will be no more democracies in 
ex istence.” 
Ev ery one, of course, is entitled to his owTn op in­ 
ion, and it would be foolish to assert that the 


American democracy has met the p resent crisis 
in an absolutely p erfect manner. 
But it is doubtful if the ordinary American is 
quite ready to admit its comp lete failure; nor 
does this call for a gov ernment run on strict 
business p rincip les seem the kind of trump et 
note that would lead imp assioned rev olutionists 
to die on the barricades. 
W hat we often overlook is the fact that demo­ 
cratic gov ernment can nev er, in an imp erfect 
world, be as efficient or as intelligent as we 
might want it to be. To run any thing with p er­ 
fect efficiency , from a filling station on up to a 
great nation, y ou hav e to be absolutely cold­ 
blooded, y ou hav e to shut y our ey es comp letely 
to the human equation; and it is the very es­ 
sence of democracy that it refuses to do that. 
Democracy is a p hilosop hy which holds that 
the human rights of those at the bottom of the 
heap are worth consideration. It is a deliberate 
attem p t to gain p rotection for those rights — at 
the p rice, if necessary , of efficiency in gov ern­ 
ment. To comp lain that democracy is inefficient 
is beside the p oint. Its inefficiency is bargained 
for in the beginning. 
The dep ression does not p rov e democracy s 
failure. Democracy did not cause it; democracy 
— in a land p roud of its rugged indiv idualism — 
is not resp onsible for the cure. Only if democ­ 
racy p ermits starv ation because of the dep res­ 
sion will it hav e failed.
